Besides
this, the wind nearly always blows a gale during the
winter montha. The springs aca eold aud alwsys late
It 18 nothing new to have quite decp snows |u June and
July. This [ know ‘o be so, forin July we wore o 8
pumber of Anow storms,

Your correspondent sald that wines of copper, lesd,
iros and conl bad beea found ju every county. Iam
not so well prepared to deny this statement ; bat ona
thtng I do kuow—that the plaser min‘s are all worked
out, o= nearly 80, and quarts wines ars rare, and ace sob
very ple.  Very few men are making anythiog now at
winiug above a bare lIving.

As for grazing pastures, [ ean say that thousands and
thonsands of estrle died lost winter from a lack of the
necessary food, and from the intense cold, I naw with
wmy own eyes s berd of milch eows, the gretsr part
minus torns and tails and their backs still seabby from
the frost bitea of last winter.
